I may be mistaken, but 
I venture to predict that the real rea¬ 
son the liberal papers have not ad¬ 
vocated the cause of the P. O. E. is 
because they. In common with s num¬ 
ber of thinking people, h«*M the m>*n- 
lon that although the Peace district

tive government has chosen to do, l.s.. 
Hie P. O. E. from Vancouver. 

If the development of the l*esc.-> River 
country In order to get its trade foe 
the province is really the object the 
government has in view, common sense 
and knowledge of ordinary business 
and trade principles make one flg<| In¬ 
clined to ask. “Why build 5oO miles of 
rail’.yay to achieve this object when 400 
miles would do?”

The third 
aide is twice as long ns the first side, 
vis., 800 miles to 400 miles, but there 
are no voters to consider up there 
Vancouver baa voters and they think 
that regardless <f natural trade routes 
they can force the Peace River trade to 
ttieli city, and so McBride and Bowser 
had. to “throw a sop to Cerberus" and 
get those votes by starting to build s 
railroad, twice as long and costly as 
was necessary. What Is done can't

liest and cheapest way to develop the 
Pluc© and get Its trade for British Co¬ 
lumbia, common sense tells us that It 
sh-juld b© finished now that It has been 
begun, but at the same tlm« that is no 
reason why w> should not criticize its 
construction, nor does It follow that 
wo object to developing the Peace coun¬ 
try.
